The rare ense of a car owner knowing
exactly what his machine tins cost him to
run Is that of Chauncey 13. Hlnke, a
lawyer of Mmllson. Wis., who makes nn
accurate return to the Klrsel-Ka- r factory.

"I purchased one of your 1012 forties,
No. 7103, In December, 1911, nnd put the
cnr In service In March. 1912," he writes.

"In 1913 my mlleagn was r.,12S.(l miles.
In H'1.1 3,740 tulles, n total of J, S6S.H miles.
This Is exact. Tho cnr has been In con- -

tlnuous use In all kinds of service, thnt Is.
cross-countr- driving nnd shopping nnd
doing errands about tho city, and In all
seasons.

11 .n - -li.ia luri ji.n. uiiiiui it im li llin I IllllO
for gasoline, this being the average under

Contractors Want Dumping Trucks,
flurress of tho high grndo motor truck

In cutting hauling costs for contractors In
tho post year or two has been so striking
ns to affect seriously tho ability of the
contractor who does nut use, trucks to
meet the figures of his more progressive
competitor- - This Is especially tho case
where a largo amount of excavation Is
to bn done under circumstances where It
Is possible to use a steam shovel nnd
motor trucks, and nlso upon contracts
where larne amounts of gravel, sand and
other building material must be moved.
Por Instance, figures supplied by a large
number of contractors who use Peerless
motor trucks show that tho Insinuation
of the trucks with dumping bodies and
often with trailers have cut hauling costs
for them to the extent of 30 to ISO a
day per tiuck.
